Whereas the arbitration treaties have boon formulated between the Unit- 


ed States and Groat Britain, and the United States and France; 


Whereas, these treaties have been propagated- by your Honor and

know that it is a desire of your heart to see these treaties ratified: 


We wish to express our satisfaction at the attitude you have taken to- 


ward arbitration, to inform you that we are in one accord with you and that 
wo appeal to the Senators of the State of Wisconsin to support your meas- 
ures.

tries of Great Britain and France and that we herewith request the honorable ' 
Senators of this state to vote for the ratification of these treaties' hotwith- 
sanding the adverse report of the above named committee.

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USEFUL HELPS FOR THE COOK 
It is a great h?!p OH cold mornings to 


have the bread ready made and a nice 
wav to prepare corn broad for breakfast 
in to take one pint of meal, one egg, a 
little salt, one cup of sour milk and 
mix all together, then add » little wa- 
ter and set in a cool place over night. 
In the morning put a level teaspoonful 
of iodu in a little water and stir in tho 
batter and cook in muffin irons. 
It is 


a good plan to niake enough biscuit for 
breakfast at dinner or supper time; cut 
them out and put in pans then set over 
night where they will freeze or keep cold. 
Then the next morning, they are ready 
to pkce in the stove and bake. To keep 
horse radish through the winter, dig it 
hvte in the fall, and pack in a box, first 
a layer of earth, then one of horse nid- 
ish, until you have us much ns you will 
need and do not let it become dry. If 
corned beef, tongue or ham is left to 
cool in the water in which it is boiled, 
the meat will be much bettor and more 
moist, and »11 boiled meats should be 
cook«d slowly, and never be allowed to 
boil rnpiBIy. To make a good soup from 
the romnnnts of chicken or turkey, break 
all the bones apart and put into plenty 
of cold water with all the bits of meat, 
than cover and set on thn bnck of the 
stove whore it can sinimev slowly for 
several hours, then strain and add a 
little gravy and dressing if there was 
any left, and season tn ttxste, and some 
celery salt improves it or bits of eel- 
pry can be used. If you want to .keep 
your dishes shining mid a little borox to 
tlie water each time the dishes arc wash- 
ed, and waah the glassware in borax wa- 
ter without any soap and the finest 
dishes can be washed through the borax 
wator without any injury to the paint- 
ing or glaze. A good way to cook dried 
fruit, is to wash it well,in warm wntci, 
put it in ,a crock or porcelain kettle and 
add enough warm water to cover tUc 
fruit and let it stand over night, then 
in the morning cook in tho same water. 
Tlie fruit has a much better flavor when 
it is soaked and not cooked so long, and 
add a littio white sugar just before tak- 
ing up the fruit. To keep the dish towels 
toft and white with very little rubbing 
loil them in borax suds two or threa 
times a wck and they lust twice us 
long as when they have to be rubbed to- 
gether to get them clean.

world is sleep. Good, sound, refreshing 
sleep will do more to replenish the ncrvo 
center* and build up a fagged brain, 
than all the preparations of phosphorus 
or anything else, that cnn be devised. 


Nervous .people ought to cultivate the 


practice of sleeping after the noon meal. 
A short nap at that time-will strengthen 
the nerves, and make it much more liable 
that the rest ol tha day will be spoilt in 
some sort of comfort. One of the princi- 
pal difficulties that beset a nervous per- 
son is that he becomes too tired in the 
latter part of the day to digest food or 
go to Bleep. Thus it is that the evening 
meal generally disagrees with him. Sour 
stomach, the belching of gas, and the 
horrors of indigestion await him the lat- 
ter part of the day. Often a short nap 
in the middle of the day will prevent 
this. 


Nervous people should go to bed early 


If there is a habit of waking up in tlie 
latter part of the night, after whick 
sleep is impossible, the best way is to 
get up. But go to bed early. 
If you 


wake up early, get up and dress, and 
go »bout some light employment that 
will keep the mind occupied. The next 
night you will probably sleep better and 
later, Until the habit of waking up in 
the latter part of the night and lying 
awake is overcome. 


Do not take nervines. Let no one per-

Treatment for 
Lockjaw — Dr. J. Li. 


Hatch, a physician of over forty rears' 
practice, 
recommends the 
following 


treatment for lockjaw, having tried it 
successfully both on himself and on oth- 
ers. If a person in threatened or taken 
with lockjaw from injuries in the hands, 


j feet, arms or legs, do not wait for a doc- 
tor, but put the part injured into the fol- 
lowing preparation: Put hot wood ashes 
into water as warm as can be borne if 
the injured part cannot be put into the 
water, then wet thick folded cloths in the 
water mid apply them to the part as 
soon as posnible, at the same time bath- 
ing the backbone from the neck down 
with some powerful laxative stimulant, 
say cayenne pepper and water, or mufi- 
tnrd ana water (good vinegar is bet- 
tor than water). It should be as hot 
ns the patient can bear it. Don't hesi- 
tate, go to work and do it, and don't 
stop until the jaws relax and open. No 
person need die of lockjaw if these di- 
rections are followed, he says. 


Falling Out of Hair— Unless 
special 


precautions are taken hair ie as apt to fall 
badly in spring and early summer as in 
autumn. The scalp feels the overheating 
of winter headgear and the general sys- 
tem being rim down also affects it badly. 
Try the effect of ventilation and sunning. 
If possible let the hair down and sit in 
a sunny window for half an hour, at 
least, ench day. If the windows can be 
opened all the better. Frequently run 
the fingers through the hair and lift it 
out to its full length to let the air cir- 
culate freoly through it. 
If you have 


grown careless about massaging begin 
systematic movements for a month or 
six weeks. 
One well-known hair spe- 


cialist declares that better results are 
to be hna by rubbing the head periodic- 


i ally for a month or six weeks at a time 
and then stopping for several weeks. An 
excellent movement to loosen the sculp 
and make it flexible, also tone up the 
blood vessels, is to clasp the hands flatly 
on the top of the head and move them 
back and forth on the scalp in a line par- 
allel with tXe shoulders. 


On Cold Baths — A recent writer on 


cold bathe directs attention to the fact 
that cold produces heat. The sudden ap- 
plication of cold to the skin, he s»y», 
stimulates the heat centers to greater 
activity and the tonic effect spreads to 
the whole nervous system. In certain 
physical conditions thin is most benefi- 
cial, but not in the nerve exhaustions of 
hot weather, where the aim should be to 
soothe and not to stimulate. Those who 
take numerous cold btiths in summer 
merely add to the dmft of the furnace 
and produce more heat to both«r and 
exhaust them. 


Self 
Massage — Self-massage 
is 
no 


fatiguing that too often it is omitted, 
though one realizes hmv beneficial it is. 
The women who will not take time to 
massage their scalp or hips or abdomen, 
even their facial wrinkles, should get 
a roasnape roller, to tone up the muscles 
and general health with the least effort. 
These self-massagers come in »11 sizes, 
from large ones with many rubber-cover- 
ed wheels for the entire body to quito 
small ones that can be used on the scalp 
or face. 
With such help any sluggish 


part of the body is quickly and easily 
stirred into new vigor.

nail brushes should always be had in

tamination than fish or chicken.

Boef slightly tainted, though disagree- 
able, will not produce ptomaine poison- 
ing. 


Save all bits of fat for two purposes. 


The best can be clarified for frying and 
the rest made up into soap. Remember 
in making soap that a tablespoonful of 
salt added to every ton pounds of grease 
improves the quality of the soap. 


If moths have attacked a carpet 
try 


putting gasoline around the edges soaking 
the nap of the carpet. Also work powd-

Mend leiky enameled ware with white

The cakemakcr should remember that 


cakes without butter, such as sponge 
cake and lady lisgeri, require a quick 
oven, with the exception of angels' food 
and sunshine cake. A cuke made with 
butter calls for a rather moderate ovon, 
with the exception of dark spice caka 
and fruit cakes, which should biUce slow- 
ly and a long time, so that they will be 
pormented with the flavor of the spices 
and grow dark with long cooking.

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 25—Supreme 


Court Justices Marshall and Barnes on 
Friday filed concurring opinions in the 
decision of the court on the constitu- 
tionality of the workmen's compensa- 
tion act, known as the Borgnis case. 


The opinion in the case wae written by 


Chief Justice John B. Winslow ord had 
the unanimous approval of the court, 
but it contained language 
which has 


caused considerable comment among at- 
torneys. It is this language which 'the 
associote justices explain in their con- 
curring opinions. 


The court in giving its decision on the 


case used the words: 


"Constitutions must be progressive," 


and also made reference to a "twentieth 
century constitution," 


"I concur in the opinion of the chief 


justice, except insofar as it is said that 
our constitution Tnay mean one thing to- 
day and HOmething entirely different de- 
pending on whether conditions and ideas 
have in the 
meantime undergone 
a 


change," says the concurring opinion of 
Justice Barnes. 
I regard our constitu- 


tion immutable except when changed in 
the manner therein prescribed. 
I am a. 


firm believer in constitutional govern- 
ment. I do not share the belief that our 
constitutions hav<i become 
archaic 
or 


that they have outlived their usefulness. 
If the opinion of the court is intended to 
mean that it is a doubtful question 
whether our constitutions sbtmld be pre- 
served or thrown into the scrap heap, I 
do not agree with it." 


Justice Marshall says: 
"In my opinion, the result 
(court's 


opinion) itself merits my unquaHfitd ap- 
proval. 
Some longunge in the court's 


opinion, however, regarding respecting 
the constitution, I fear, will be construed 
in a different way than the writer there- 
of, or any member of the court intended 
or would sanction, tending to impair the 
clastic character of the fundamental law 
as significantly maintained by the court. 
The law^ approved is a very mild piice 
of legislation." 


He Then proeoede to discuas the vari- 


ous points raised in the case and espe- 
cially the right of the legislature to abr»- 
ish the defenses of contributory negli- 
gence and assumption of risk.

The land was

.napp.and wife, in the territory of 1U- 
cine, to the Board of Commissioners of 
the county of Racine, on February 11, 
1840, 
for a consideration of $200, the 


property being described as lota 2 nnd 
4 in block 26. The deed was received 
and recorded on February 12, 1839, at 35 
minutes past 2 o'clock p. m. In connec- 
tion with the deed there are no provis- 
ions of any character. It was simply a 
real estate" transfer, same as any sale is 
made. 


Guilber.t Knapp wan the founder o) R«- 


,.ne and made his first attempt to carry 
out his plan of erecting a, city in Novem- 
ber, 1834. At that time he came from 
Chicago on, horseback. An ludian guide 
piloted him to the mouth of Root river, 
•where ho built a cabin. 


Some of His Troubles 


It was natural to suppose that those 


who made the first settlements in tlie 
vicinity of Racine and thereby obtained 
claimants' rights, were insured in their 
possession.

PROTECTION FOR MAN 


Complaints come from the northern 


woods of the scarcity of the deer, and 
to make things worse, 
reports state 


the number of hunters is larger than 
usual. 
While in one way this may be 


regarded ns very fortunate as a fact, 
supposedly lessening the annual list of 
killed and wounded, yet it may be view- 
ed in another way, this being that the 
greater the number of hunters and the 
less the number of deer, that there, would 
naturally be a lot more' carelessness, 
saying nothing of rank indifference and 
consequently an increased number of 
applications for selected places in the 
cemeteries. 


So long as there are deer there will be 


hunters after them, and therefore so 
long as the law remains supremely in- 
different to the manslaughter in 
the 


northern woods, §o long will be killing 
of humans.

no notice of these politely called involun- 
tary manslaughter coses, and until an 
aroused public sentiment pronounces its 
dictum that these annual game murders 
must cease, they will be reported from 
every state just the same.
